AT THE

Lovely, Still is the first film by 
writer and director Nicholas 
Fackler. The movie has an em¬ 
barrassment of acting riches 
thanks to Ellen Burstyn, Martin 
Landau, Elizabeth Banks and 
Adam Scott (Will Ferrell's 
douchebag brother from 
Stepbrothers). 


L andau is Robert Malone, a 
shy elderly man who is be¬ 
wildered when his neigh¬ 
bour Mary (Burstyn) 
suddenly asks him out. 
Their romance moves 
along quickly and the audience is 
just as confused as Malone. 

Why is this strange woman so in¬ 
terested in this lonely old man? Lan¬ 


dau and Burstyn knock their por¬ 
trayals out of the park. 

I wish more filmmakers took ad¬ 
vantage of the talent out there, rather 
than sticking reality TV stars in 
movies. Seriously, it’s only a matter of 
time before The Situation is in a the¬ 
atre near you. I hope the world is 
ready for a Jersey accent in 3-D. 

The plot of Lovely, Still is a cross 
between Memento and The Note¬ 
book. It’s romantic and fun, but 
there’s a dark underside to it. Most 
of the humour comes from Mike 
(Scott), the manager of the grocery 
store where Malone works. 

There’s a great scene in which 
Mike employs Tony Robbins-style 
management techniques on a 40- 
year-old man applying for a stockboy 
position, only to have the slacker quit 
on the spot. Then Mike has to beg 


him to come back while maintaining 
his uber-professional persona. 

But every moment of happiness is 
followed by a slide back into dark¬ 
ness. Malone starts to notice strange 
quirks about Maiy, her furtive con¬ 
versations with other people, her 
mysterious disappearances — and 
when Malone breaks down and be¬ 
gins to wonder if he is losing his 
mind, we are just as confused as him. 

The Edmonton International Film 
Festival guide describes the film as 
an unexpected journey — sure, if 
you’re a 10-year-old child of Lud¬ 
dites. Even then, the kid would 
think, “How come that old man is 
always having nightmares?” 

The soundtrack is beautiful but a 
tad oppressive. We know things will 
end badly right from the first dream 
sequence. Still, it’s a lovely journey.

Federal grants to 
improve the energy effi¬ 
ciency of existing build¬ 
ings across Canada 
worked reasonably well 
for homeowners but 
were largely a waste of 
money for businesses, a 
new study suggests. 


The so-called eco- 
ENERGY program that 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment introduced in 2007 
prompted about half a 
million homeowners to 
insulate walls and attics, 
buy better furnaces and 
plug air leaks. 

But the majority of 
businesses that received 
grants would have done 
the retrofits anyway. 

Those findings are 
from a draft evaluation 
of the $864-million 
ecoENERGY program.

Man free after

Two more Australian ath¬ 
letes withdrew yesterday 
and a South African com¬ 
petitor reportedly found a 
snake in his room as com¬ 
plaints over cleanliness, 
security and construction 
continued to dog the trou¬ 
bled Commonwealth 
Games a week before the 
sporting event opens in 
New Delhi. 

While international 
sports officials have said 
the situation had im¬ 
proved dramatically in the 
athletes’ village over the 
past couple days — after 
inspections last week 
turned up rooms spattered 
with chewing tobacco and 
human excrement — some 
teams said the situation re¬ 
mained grim. 

Tuelo Serufho, head of 
the Botswana contingent, 


told Press Trust of India 
that his team’s rooms in 
the village were “unlivable 
for our athletes,” with 
filthy bedsheets, bathroom 
fixtures that did not work 
and construction debris. 

The games, held every 
four years, bring together 
nearly 7,000 athletes and 
officials from 71 countries 
and territories from across 
the former British empire. 
The games were meant to 
be a coming-out party for 
India to cement its reputa¬ 
tion as a growing regional 
power. Instead, its image 
has been battered by nega¬ 
tive publicity about its 
frantic last-minute efforts 
to get ready for an event it 
knew it was hosting seven 
years ago.

O Government claimed first-generation limit was 
introduced to preserve value of Canadian citizenship 


When Paul Compton was 
bom in Scotland, his par¬ 
ents mshed to register him 
as a “Canadian born 
abroad.” They were finish¬ 
ing university and were ea¬ 
ger to cross the Atlantic to 
raise their son as a true 
Canuck. 

But 40 years later, their 
effort to ensure their son’s 
citizenship has resulted in 
their grandson being ineli¬ 
gible for his. 

Compton’s son Mateo 
was bom in Lima, Pern, just 
five months after a revamp 
of the Citizenship Act last 
April brought a first-genera¬ 
tion limit to citizenship by 
descent for Canadians bom 
abroad. 

“It’s ludicrous,” said 
Compton. “The most im-

portant thing for me to do 
for my children would be to 
give them my heritage of 
being Canadian. And I can’t 
do that.” 

Compton, who was 
brought to Canada when he 
was five months old, lived 
in the countiy until his ear¬ 
ly 30s. A teacher, he wanted 
to work in international 
schools. He now fives in Li¬ 


ma with his Peruvian wife, 
but plans to bring his fami¬ 
ly back to Canada. 

Last year’s legislation, 
Bill C-37, was brought in to 
solve the problems of so 
called “lost Canadians” — 
thousands whose citizen¬ 
ship had been taken away 
from them by outdated pro¬ 
visions of the 1947 Citizen¬ 
ship Act. 

But the addition of the 
first-generation limit creat¬ 
ed a new problem for chil¬ 
dren bom abroad to 
Canadians who themselves 
were born overseas. 

For Compton, it was like 
a punch in the stomach. 

“They’ve taken the pride 
I had at being Canadian 
away from me.”

Grocers say 
food prices are 
on the decline 


Industry insiders say if gro¬ 
cery prices are falling, as 
Canada’s largest grocery 
chains report, it’s hard to 
tell because they don’t re¬ 
veal how they calculate 
price fluctuation and the 
declines are likely limited 
to highly competitive areas 
and selected promotional 
products. 

Furthermore, any price 
deflation will soon be 
erased by higher costs and 
improved demand. 

Economists, organiza¬ 
tions, academics and ana¬ 
lysts say short-term food 
price deflation is based on 
chains competing for 
scarce shopping dollars 
and will rise into next year 
along with improved con¬ 
sumer sentiment and com¬ 
modity prices. 

The rising prices of key 
crops like wheat and corn, 
which are found in an ar¬ 
ray of items on supermar¬ 
ket shelves, and other 
staples like coffee and sug¬ 
ar is going to further 
squeeze grocers’ margins. 

Wheat prices are expect¬ 
ed to spike into next year 
after Russia — the world’s 
third-large st wheat ex¬ 
porter — extended its ex¬ 
port ban on wheat and 
feed grains until next No¬ 
vember following a severe 
drought. Corn prices are al¬ 
so expected to rise due to 
an increase in demand for 
ethanol use.

All the candidates have 
filed their nomination 
papers for the civic election 
and we are away to the 
races. 

A long with a 

downtown arena, the 
closure of the airport, 
sustainability and 
holding the line on 
taxes, we are going to 
hear a lot about voter apathy and 
whether or not there will be a 
larger turnout for this election 
than the last time around.

Bureaucrats at the federal 
energy watchdog are about 
to get a crash course in 
clear writing. 

The National Energy 
Board has hired a consult¬ 
ant to give its staff plain- 
language training, new 
documents show. 

The training will cost 
about $155,000. 

The energy board says 
the public will have an eas¬ 
ier time understanding its 
reports and rulings if 
they’re written in simple 
sentences. 

The board has been re¬ 
viewing offshore drilling 
rules since a rig exploded 
in the Gulf of Mexico and 
caused a catastrophic oil 
spill that toolcs months to 


plug. 

Documents obtained by 
The Canadian Press under 
the Access to Information 
Act show the board’s vice 
chair took a plain-language 
course and thought the 
training could help her 
staff. The board has 
brought in Calgary-based 
Wordsmith Associates to 
give two-day courses, 
which will be held five 


times a year for the next 
three years. 

But one critic says Cana¬ 
dians shouldn’t have to 
foot the bill for such a 
seemingly basic skill. “So, 
taxpayers, in effect, are 
paying to translate bureau- 
cratese into English, or 
French per se?” said Kevin 
Gaudet, head of the Cana¬ 
dian Taxpayers Federation.

The story behind 
Facebook’s creation 


O Author Ben Mezrich’s ‘non-fic¬ 
tion thriller’ explores how several 
Harvard students created a billion- 
dollar social networking industry

American author Ben 
Mezrich recounts the 
birth of the world’s 
biggest social network in 
the controversial book Ac¬ 
cidental Billionaires: The 
Founding of Facebook, A 
Tale of Sex, Money, Genius 
and Betrayal. 

Two students and 
friends, Mark Zuckerberg 
and Eduardo Saverin, 
wanted to meet girls and 
be accepted into the Har¬ 
vard elite, so they started 
up a fledgling version of 
the now ubiquitous social 
network. The friendship 
ended up in court, and 
Saverin decided to tell his 
story to Mezrich. The 
book was adapted into a 
movie. The Social Net¬ 
work, that is coming out 
this Friday. 

Mezrich spoke to 
Metro’s Celia Pedroso. 

Where did the idea for the 
book come from? 

It started with an email I 
got from a college kid who 
was best friends with Ed¬ 
uardo Saverin. Eduardo 
wanted to tell me his sto¬ 
ry, about how he felt he 
had been betrayed by his 
best friend. I was fascinat¬ 
ed by the drama of the 
youngest billionaire in the 
world, and what he had 
done to create Facebook. I 
was already on Facebook, 
and my wife uses it every 
day. I didn’t know any¬ 


thing about how it had 
been founded, or the dra¬ 
ma surrounding these two 
best friends. 

Did you use a lot of sources 
from inside Facebook? 

I had many sources inside 
and out of Facebook. Many 
college kids who had been 
there when it was founded 
and many people who are 
in the book itself. It took 
about a year to research 
and write. 

What surprises did your 
investigation unearth? 

I was surprised by how 
fast Facebook became this 
billion dollar company — 
and also how none of the 
characters central to the 
story really cared that 
much about getting rich. 
Mark (Zuckerberg) doesn’t 
care about money, just 
about Facebook. It was 
amazing to see how these 
geeky college kids, who 
really just wanted to meet 
girls and be cool, managed 
to change the world. 

Why did you decide to write 
it as a novel? 

Actually, it isn’t a novel, 
it’s a nonfiction thriller — 
a genre that I am creating 
with my books, true sto¬ 
ries written as if they were 
movies. This is my style — 
it upsets some journalists, 
especially here in the U.S., 
but I think it’s a great way 
to tell a true story. The 
facts of the book are true, 
it’s just written like a 
thriller.

O When author Marni Jackson was writing Home Free, she was really 
astonished at the expectations she brought to her son’s future 


The author of one of Cana¬ 
da’s early “mother-lit” 
books has returned to her 
old terrain, this time ex¬ 
ploring the “push-pull” that 
takes place as parents 
watch their grown off¬ 
spring head out into an in¬ 
creasingly complicated 
world. 

The new memoir Home 
Free: The Myth of the Emp¬ 
ty Nest by Mami Jackson 
serves as a followup to The 
Mother Zone, published in 


1992 and dealing with the 
birth, toddler and early 
childhood years of son 
Casey. 

“The Mother Zone was

The term chowder usually 
brings to mind a steaming 
bowl of thick and chunky 
soup, often enriched with 
a generous amount of 
whole milk, or even 
cream. 

It’s that last part that 
can dishearten the diet¬ 
conscious diner. Soups 
and some stews can be a 
great way to fill up on 
low-calorie vegetables, 
proteins and liquid, leav¬ 
ing you satisfied without 
feeling stuffed. But too 
much cream, milk or sour 
cream can take the virtue 
right out of the meal. 

Yet there are ways to 
have a creamy and health¬ 
ful soup. For instance, 
consider starting with a 
base of pureed vegetables. 
Winter vegetables — such 
as butternut or buttercup 
squash, pumpkin or even 
sweet potatoes — can be 
roasted to intensify the 
flavours, then run 
through a food mill. 


blender or food processor 
to make a velvety, creamy 
base. 

Beans, pureed with a 
bit of broth or water, also 
make a thick, flavourful 
soup base. Use convenient 
canned beans, but be sure 
to rinse them under cold 
water to wash away some 
of the salt that is in the 
canning liquid. 

Even tofu (the soft or 
silken variety) can be 
pureed to create a smooth 
and protein-rich founda¬ 
tion on which you can 
build a creamy soup with 
little fat and no dairy. 

For this butternut 
squash and scallop chow¬ 
der the secret to low-fat 
thickening comes from a 
snack food. Crumbled tor¬ 
tilla chips dissolve in the 
soup while it’s cooking, 
adding plenty of body 
along with a layer of 
toasty corn flavour. 

Jarred salsa is another 
secret to this satisfying 


chowder, bringing with it 
pre-diced vegetables and 
spicy seasoning, which 
helps make it possible to 
get this meal on the table 
in under 30 minutes on a 
busy weeknight. 

Plump bay scallops are 


called for here, but you 
can substitute chunks of 
almost any white fish and 
if you like, make the soup 
vegetarian by omitting 
the seafood altogether 
and upping the amount of 
diced squash. 


Ingredients: 

• 500 ml (2 cups) peeled and 
diced butternut or other win¬ 
ter squash 

• 500 ml (2 cups) medium or 
hot tomato salsa 

• 1 can (398 ml/14 oz) chick¬ 
en broth 


Preparation: 

In a large pot over 
medium-low heat, com¬ 
bine squash, salsa, 
broth and tortilla chips. 
Bring to a simmer, cov¬ 
er pot and cook until 
squash is tender, 5 to 7 
minutes. 

2 Stir in corn, oregano 
and cumin. Return soup 
to a simmer, stir in scal¬ 
lops and cook until 
they are opaque at the 
centre, 2 to 3 minutes 
more. 

3 Stir in lime juice. Serve 
with additional lime 
wedges for squeezing. 
Make 4 servings.

WET ALTERNATIVE 
TO DRY CLEANING 


QUESTION: 

How can I safely clean 
clothes labelled "dry 
clean only” to avoid 
toxic chemicals?

T he toxic chemi¬ 
cal you are re¬ 
ferring to is 
perchloroethyl- 
ene (or perc), and most 
dry cleaners use it as the 
primary cleaning solvent. 

Unfortunately, perc is a 
carcinogen and respirato¬ 
ry irritant. If you’ve ever 
brought home a piece of 
dry cleaning or walked 
past a dry cleaners, you 
know the distinct smell 
I’m referring to 
Fumes from damp dry 
cleaning can contribute to 
indoor air pollution evap¬ 
orating from your cloth¬ 


ing. 

So if you must use con¬ 
ventional dry cleaning, re¬ 
move the plastic bag and 
hang clothes outside to 
speed up the evaporation 
of solvents. This will pre¬ 
vent off-gassing of chemi¬ 
cals into your home. 

Many items can be 
hand-washed with eco- 
friendly soap and dried 
flat. There’s also a new 
type of dry cleaning 
called wet cleaning that’s 
better for the environ¬ 
ment. 

Find a business that 
performs water-process 
dry cleaning or perc-free 
cleaning near you or why 
not ask a cleaner to 
switch to a “greener” al¬ 
ternative?

When Przewalslci horses 
galloped across Mongolia’s 
Gobi desert in 1992, it was 
a sight that hadn’t been 
seen since the 1960s. 

That a few hundred of 
the world’s only remain¬ 
ing true wild horses now 
roam their native Mongo¬ 
lia again is partly thanks to 
dedicated work by conser¬ 
vationists at zoos in sever¬ 
al European countries. 

“They are doing very,” 
says Dr. Gerald Dick, direc¬ 
tor of The World Associa¬ 
tion of Zoos and 
Aquariums (WAZA) in 
Geneva. “This is an exam¬ 
ple where zoos have really 
made a difference.” 

He has co-written a 
book, Building a Future for 
Wildlife, highlighting 25 
similar success stories 
where animals have made 
comebacks in their natural 
habitat thanks to breeding 
and reintroduction pro¬ 
grams at zoos and aquari¬ 
ums around the world. 

“Sometimes this is the 
only option you have to 


save a species, at least for 
some time while you’re 
hoping that nature will 
change,” he says. 

Urgently in danger to¬ 
day are many of the 
world’s frogs and amphib¬ 
ians. Almost a third are at 
the risk of extinction. “Am¬ 
phibians are a really im¬ 
portant task that we have 
taken on,” says Dick. 

Zoos and aquariums are 
naturally in a good posi¬ 
tion to work for conserva¬ 


tion because of their ac¬ 
cess to animals and expert¬ 
ise in taking care of them. 
But as important is their 
access to the public. 

“About 600 million peo¬ 
ple worldwide visit zoos 
every year. We can directly 
inform them and educate 
them,” adds Dick. “One of 
our main functions is to in¬ 
form people, bring aware¬ 
ness and also make 
politicians aware of these 
issues.” METRO 


Przewalski Horse 


► The Przewalski horse, na¬ 
tive to Mongolia, became 
extinct in the 1960 s 
because of competition 
with livestock, overhunting 
and disease. It survived 
thanks to the capture and 
breeding of 13 horses. 

► By the mid-' 8 os there were 
more than 1,000 horses 
kept in zoos and in 1992 
reintroduction of the hors¬ 
es in Mongolia began. A 
group of captive born 
horses were carefully 
selected from different 
zoos and flown to the Gobi 
desert. In 1999 the first 
foals were born free.

Whenever my former boss 
wrote comments like 
“Good!” and “Nice work” 
on stories I edited, it had 
the same effect as a gold 
star in school: I felt proud 
and determined to do a 
good job again.

He says social media 
can impact the classroom 
in a positive way because 
it often allows for active 
communication. 

“Learning is not just 
about how we teach the 
course but it’s about stu¬ 
dents teaching them¬ 
selves.

communication is two- 
way, people have to be 
able to listen and respond 
to your ideas,” Richardson 
said. 

David Vogt, director of 
digital learning projects at 
the University of British 
Columbia’s Faculty of Edu¬ 
cation, suggests the self- 
publishing aspects of 
social media can act as a 
kind of electronic resume 
but students also need to 
take command of their 
online image lest they re¬ 
veal things that could 
harm their reputation.

of embarrassing stuff out 
there about you. You also 
want to provide really ac¬ 
curate demonstrations of 
how you work. Think of 
anything you’ve done as 
resume material — every¬ 
thing digital about your¬ 
self you can aggregate,” 
Vogt said. 

Of course, online life 
can have its pitfalls — par¬ 
ticularly those of the self- 
inflicted variety. The 
simple truth of the digital 
age is that if you put 
something into the public 
sphere, it can exist essen¬ 
tially forever, so make 
sure that any personal in¬ 
formation you place on¬ 
line is of the kind that 
won’t come back to haunt 
you. 

“Be careful about priva¬ 
cy issues and remember 
that screen captures can 
live forever. When you’re 
posting something and 
your 21, you don’t want 
future employers, 

boyfriends or children 
asking about it years 
down the road,” Richard¬ 
son said.

Maybe they should have 
called it Interception At¬ 
lantic. 

It was that kind of day 
for quarterback Cleo Lemon 
and the Toronto Argonauts, 
who were knocked off 24-6 
by the Edmonton Eskimos 
in the Canadian Football 
League’s historic Touch¬ 
down Atlantic at Moncton 
Stadium yesterday. 

The Eskimos (3-9) rode 
their outstanding defence 
to the rare victory, not only 
picking off the Argonauts a 
whopping six times but also 
piling up 247 yards on inter¬ 
ception returns, second 
most in CFL history. 

“Our defence was awe¬ 
some,” said Eskies quarter¬ 


back Ricky Ray, who was 
21-of-27 for 188 yards and 
delivered some timely 
throws. “They kept them 
out of the end-zone, gave us 
a lot of opportunities, and 
our offensive line and run¬ 
ning game just took over.” 

Eskimos linebacker Rod 
Davis set the tone early 
when he returned an inter¬ 
ception 74 yards for a 
touchdown at 6:25 of the 
first quarter. 

Running back Calvin Mc¬ 
Carty piled up 84 yards on 


10 carries and drove in two 
touchdowns, one on a 46- 
yard dash and another on a 
one-yard plunge that came 
just six plays after Lemon’s 
interception. 

“We were able to get 
some good pressure on 
their quarterbacks,” Ray 
said. “When you do that, it 
makes you more rushed 
with your throws. We got a 
lot of pressure and were 
able to capitalize on 
turnovers.” 

The Argonauts (6-6) were 


on their heels all day de¬ 
spite piling up 321 passing 
yards and getting a healthy 
share of fan support from 
the sellout crowd of 20,750. 

It was a missed opportu¬ 
nity in their bid for the 
post-season. 

“We just played poorly,” 
said Argonauts head coach 
Jim Barker. 

“Give the Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos credit,” he added. 
“They came in here very 
prepared ... and they de¬ 
served to win.” 


Lemon injured 

► Beleaguered Argonauts 
quarterback Cleo Lemon 
left the game with five 
minutes left in the fourth 
quarter with an injury. 

► “It's just too early to tell," 
said Argos head coach Jim 
Barker, on the Lemon 
injury. “It could be nothing 
or it could be out for the 
year. I don't know."

Khabibulin was making 
his first start since suffer¬ 
ing a string of setbacks, 
starting with a season-end¬ 
ing back injuiy last No¬ 
vember.

month of drunk driving 
and excessive speeding 
stemming from an inci¬ 
dent in a Scottsdale, Ariz., 
suburb last Februaiy.
